This week the machinists an- 
nounced another victory over the 
CIO in an election at the De Laval 
Separator company in Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y. The machinists won by 
547 to 56

NLRB Says Strikes Are 


Fewer in U. S. 
The NLRB went to consid- 


erable pains a few days ago to 
demonstrate to the nation that} 
strikes have been a minor fac- 
tor in war production delays. 
Newspapers, however, handled 
the figures in a manner that 
would make you believe other- 
wise, giving a contrary impres- 
sion, 

In the first seven months of 
this year, the NLRB reported, 
strikes in war industries caused 
a loss of 1,130,678 man-days, 
but the report pointed out, that 
this was an average of only 
eight out of every 10,000 work- 
ers. 

Newspapers didn't tell the 
whole story, they only empha- 
sized the days lost and played 
down the fact they represented 
less than one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of the time worked. 

Some day even newspapers 
will be compelled to tell the 
truth!

WORKERS GOING “OR === 
THE TOP” IN BUYING 
WAR SAVINGS BONDS 


More Than 18,000,000 Are Now 
Participating in Payroll 
Savings Plans 


Workers are “going over the top” 
in war savings bond purchases, 
Robert W. Coyne, national field di- 
rector of the treasury’s war savings 
staff revealed recently. 


He announced that over 18,000,000 
workers now participate in payroll 
savings plans for bond purchases, 
compared with 700,000 last Decem- 
ber, and that the number is grow- 
ing so swiftly that the treasury ex- 
pects to surpass its goal of 12 bil- 
lion dollars in bond sales this year. 

Coyne also denounced rumors 
that workers are “rushing in 
droves” to redeem their bonds. He 
called these rumors “a gross insult 
to the loyalty and common sense 
of American citizens” and declared 
that in July redemptions were only 
one-quarter of 1 per cent of the 
sales.

Price Fixing 
Injures Labor 


Pursuant to his policy of giving 
profiteers everything they ask, 
Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son took a wallop at the purses of 
farmers and workers. Hereafter 
they will have to buy two or three 
suits of overalls or other work 
clothing where one suit sufficed 
heretofore. Here's how: 

Retailers complained they were 
being gouged by manufacturers 
and asked for a higher price ceiling 
in order, they said, to continue 
handling work clothing. 

Henderson met this demand by 
directing manufacturers to reduce 
prices to distributors, but opened 
the door for even greater profits by 
permitting the manufacturers to 
cut the quality of their product. 

Overalls and other work clothing 
are to be made of lower-grade ma- 
terials, pockets and buttons are 
to be eliminated, and triple-stitch- 
ing of seams is to be replaced by 
single stitching.

An order consolidating the wage 
and hour and public contracts di- 
visions of the United States depart- 
ment of labor, to become effective 
October 15, has been issued by Miss 
Frances Perkins, secretary of the 
United States department of labor 
in Washington. 

Under the order the duties and 
functions of the division of public 
contracts and its personnel are 
combined and consolidated with 
those of the wage and hour divi- 
sion, and both will be under the 
direction of L. Metcalfe Walling, 
administrator, Miss Perkins’ an- 
nouncement said. 

“The greater efficiency and the 
avoidance of duplicate effort 
brought about by the consolidation 
will make it possible for the two 
divisions to carry out unimpaired 
their responsibilities under the fair 
labor standards act and the public 
contracts act, despite the cut of 
nearly $400,000 in the combined 
budgets of the divisions,” Miss Per- 
kins declared 

The title of the new organization 
will be the wage and hour and pub- 
lic contracts divisions of the United 
States department of labor.

Cedar Point is a construction 
job. Ordinarily it is much more 
difficult to put a payroll allotment 
program into effect on a construc- 
tion job than in a manufacturing 
plant. That is because the men are 
not employed continuously by the 
same employer but move from job 
to job and from employer to em- 
ployer as their part of the con- 
struction work is completed. 


Let us concede that the workers 
at Cedar Point are inspired by true 
patriotic fervor. But even that 
doesn’t tell the whole story. Other 
workers in many different parts of 
the country are just as patriotic 
and just as anxious to help America 
win the war. Nor are the workers 
at Cedar Point especially affluent. 
Workers in other parts of the coun- 
try earn as much if not more, 

It's just that at Cedar Point the 
first lesson of trade unionism — 
organization—has been applied to 
the problem of war bond purchases,
